A DYNAMITE 
OUTRAGE. 


One Man Killed and Several Oth- 


ers Injured. 


OBOVIU.K, November 27.—.News haa 


reached here of 11 dynamite outrage at 
Quincy, Pluinaa county. Natbaa Mc- 
Donald and six companions whom ho 
had invited, were takiug supper til 
ilocbwoll Park, about ono mile from 
ijuincy. Some one, prompted probably 
by jealousy, placed dynamite under the 
building and wrecked it. James 1M- 
terfion, foreman in the oilice of the 
riuinas Independent, was killed out- 
right. Fred Kaulback had a leg broken, 
Harry Morton an .arui brokeu, Nathan 
McDonald a leg terribly injured, and all 
the others were more or less hurt.

ARRIVALS FROM 
CHINA. 


What Some of Them Say About j 


the War. 


SAN FKAXI-ISCO, November 27.—The 


Oceanic brought over a doL'en mission- 
arits from various parts of Chiua. 
Among them was Dr. U. Blodgett, of 
the American lx>ard of foreign missions, 
who has been engaged in inibsionary 
work in the Orient for forty years. He 
does not believe the re ia any danger to 
missionaries or other foreigners in 
China, and is returning for a holiday. 
He eaya the murder of Wylie waa the 
onlvactof violence committed. 


The Chinese, he says, considered 


Port Arthur impregnable, and it waa aa 
eti-ongly fortified aa ingenuity could sug- 
gest. He believes the Japanese will 
capture Peking, although the troops 
must march thtrtv days to reach the 
Chinese capital. Tho capture of Port 
Arthur will give easy transportion to 
Japanese troops. The ultimate aim of 
the Japanese ia to acquire more ter- 
ritory. 


A United Statea naval officer who 


came over on tho Oceanic says never in 
any war has such patriotism been shown 
as thai- evidenced by tlie Japanese. 
Kich and poor have contributed to the 
war fund and enrolled themselves tt3 
members of the Ked Cross society, in 
the ranks of which ami-oval princesses 
and nobles. The society lias hospitals 
in every part of the empireand hasdono 
line work on the battlefields.

man who has charge of tho Btablcs of 
tho lord mayor is compelled to search 
lor two months in advance in order to 
find tho six horses destined to drag dur- 
ing this memonthlo parade tho formida- 
ble machine. Tho rest of tlio year thcro 
aro only six horses in tho stable. 
They 


are all beautiful, but of a smaller size. 
Four of them are harnessed tu the sec- 
ond carriage, tiu lord mayor's dress 
carriage, Twoaroharuessed totuoBemi- 
stato crtrriajjo. 


Tho carriages aro not tho property of 


tho lord mayor, but of tho city of Lon- 
don. They arc rented by tho year. Tho 
price is very high, as the coat of nrius 
and the painting on tho panels inusb Iio 
ohangcd every year. Tho second car- 
riage cosls £800. 


Tho arms of tho city of London wo 


of chiseled copper. An elegant and fiiio 
gallery at tho top of tho wagon is mado 
of the same metal. There aro four boun- 
tiful octagonal lanterns at the four cor- 
ners Tho panels am black and gold. 
Tho coachman's seat ia covered with 
black and red velvet 


The servioo of tho stables J9 composed 


ot a hoad coachman, of a second couch- 
man, more especially devoted to the 
lady mayoress; of a private coachman, 
B footman, a groom and two stable boys.' 
Their total wages aro £10 a week 


"I Tvonld wager," said Wright, with 


• mocking euiile, "that you will ask 
•what tho cost of my livery is. 
Well, 


this uniform yas paid for by tho lord 
mayor only recently. 
Its cost Tvasi 


£.100." 


"Fortunately," I said, "you do not 


renew it every year." 


"Yon aro mistaken. Every lord may- 


or has n livery different from that 
chosen by bia predecessor. 
Wo change 


Uvory every year. 


"And does tho lord mayor havo to 


pay for all this?" 


"Certainly, eir. It is a dignity every- 


body may not havo. But yon must re- 
member that tho most parsimonious of 
lord mayors never spent less than £20,- 
000 a year. 
Do yon know how much 


tho city allows him? No? Well, tho 
city allows him only £10,000 a year." 


"How is it," said 1, "that yon «ro 


not changed as well as the lord mayor?" 


Master Wright stood up with inflexi- 


ble rigidity. 
Ho said: 


"Sir, wo aro officers oE tho city of

BOARD OF LADY MANAGERS. 


th* VUr !• Ended, but the Women An 


Yet Working Like Tngui. 


An interesting account of the work 


pertaining to tho World's fair which ia 
being doce by tho various members of 
the board of lady managers is printed 
in tho Chicago Tribune. Tho fact that 
they havo labored faithfully ever eiuce 
the fair closed and will continue to do 
so until tho end of the year is another 
proof of their untiring zeal and a sur- 
prise aa well to thuso who supposed that 
tht-ir labors ceased long axu. The board 
havo offices in the Maiouio teraplo in 
Chicago, and several members who 
wore at tho head of different depart- 
ments from tho beginning of all prepa- 
rations for thu fair aro still hard at 
work, with a number of clerks. At tho 
first meeting of tho lady managers tho 
importance of awards was discussed and 
a resolution adopted for providing somo 
recognition for thu work accomplished 
by men and women who wcro instru- 
mental in producing or perfecting any 
exhibit which received an award. Mrs. 
Potter Palmer presented the subject to 
a special commie too of congress iu such 
a convincing manner that they wero 
quickly enrolled on hcrsidc. In Decem- 
ber, 1893, thu resolution became u law 
and gave to tho board of lady managers 
tho authority to present diplomas of 
honorable mention to designers, invent- 
ors and expert artisans who assisted iu 
perfecting exhibits. This was douo not 
solely for the reason that the plan orig- 
inated with them, but because the mau- 
ngement of their finances met with tho 
approval of tho secretary of the treasu- 
ry. The principal idea of the whole 
thing is to f*ivo thn arti?au his duo and 
bestow upon him a deserved and appro- 
priate fihiiro of honor with the manufac- 
turer, so that ho may havo tho encour- 
agement ami satisfaction of knowiux 
that tho importance of hia work W:LJ 
recognized and appreciated. That ho, 
in his turn, appreciates tho gracious 
thought fulness of tho fair ladies is am- 
ply shuwii by tho many grateful letters 
they havo received in acknowledgment 
of their diplomas. 


Ono more curious than all tlio others 


camo from Father Hchloycr, the invent- 
or of Yolupuk, and was writt°n in Yol- 
anuk.

As chairman of tho committee of 


awards Mrs. Virginia C. Meredith has 
direct chargu of issuing tho diplomas 
of hmiorablti mention, of which there 
will bo over 20,000. Mrs. Meredith, 
who has the clerks working under her, 
to begin with inaugurated tho most per- 
fect system for htr work. 


Mrs. Susan Gale Cook, secretary of 


tho Imard, is gathering data for rhn his- 
tory of tho fair and sending it to other 
members of tho committee who havo it 
in charge. 
Her experience and tho 


gratifying lottors she receives from wo- 
men who wero benefited in a business 
way by tho fair lead her to consider 
that it was a great opportunity uud a 
great good fortune to women. Ouo who 
exhibited a set of fancy tiles in the Wo- 
man's building tins since been admitted 
to the Suuth Kcusiugfou Art Echool in 
London and is the first woman who 
was ever permitted to outer tho tilo- 


kin^ department. Tho resolution em- 


bodying a vote of thnnks to the judges 
of award for their efficient sen-ices is 
engrossed on the official paper, stumped 
with a great seal, tied with a cord of 
eilk and signed by Mrs. Cook. Tho pen 
work was douo by Mi?s 10. F. May- 
borne, who has been keeping a sot of 
bonks which are to he placed in tho wo- 
man's memorial building. 


Al! who in any way contributed to 


tho success of tho work which the board 
undertook is remembered, whether they 
aro foreign or American representatives. 


Making scrapbookg is another work 


which is going on, aud everything 
which was printed in the Chicago press 
about the fair is beiug classified under 
tho heads of editorial, Rpecial articles 
and news items and carefully preserv- 
ed. Twenty-five largevolumes aro com- 
pleted, and they havo only reached tho 
dato of tho departure of tho Priacuss 
En I alia 


Tho literature of tho board will in- 


clude a complete history of their work 
and u digest of tho state reports of wo- 
men's work at tbo exposition. This is 
being prepared by a lady in Iowa, and 
she makes tho statement that "tho wo- 
men's boards of 31 states which mado 
appropriations for tho department of 
women's work, with few exceptions, re- 
turned u portion to tho stato treasury." 
The chief of installation of tho Woman's 
building is employed iu tho exhaustive 
work of making out tabulated state- 
ments giving the cost of maintenance 
mid tho cost of nil tho building cou 
taincd. Tho salesroom of tho Woman's 
building was a great success for tlio de- 
partment as well ns a means of income 
to those who scut small articles to soil. 
Two sisters living in Buffalo made §10,- 
000 from tho sale of some pretty paper 
novelties, and a woman up iu Alaino re- 
alized $1,450 from tho salo of a pen- 
wiper doll. Tho finances of tho board of 
lady malingers aro separated from tbo 
Columbian commission, so they account 
to tho treasury department in Washing- 
ton, and they have kept well within 
their appropriation.

Before reaching Scio Pans, therefore, 
we turned right handed and struck into 
the bnsh with one wagon, the other, 
in chargo of onr head driver, being eeut 
on to tho water, there to await our 
coming. 


We had some Masanva bnshen with 


09, and they wore as keen as hawks at 
tho prospect of showing us heavy game 
and getting a liberal enpplr of flesh. 
Northward we trekked steadily through 
wild desolate country for tho best part 
of one day and ontspauued by a desert 
pool for tha night Here wo were great- 
ly disappointed to find no spoor of ele- 
phant, although i;iraQ"o, ostrich, gems- 
&ok and hartebeest wcro fairly plenti- 
ful. Next day at dawn wo again pnsh- 
ed doggedly on, Angus nnd I taking 
different directions and riding EOUIO 
miles ahead of tho wagon on the look- 
out for elephant Kpoor. I rode behind a 
Hasurwa at a steady paco all morning 
without; finding the least sign of tho 
game wo wanted, and after an off Bad- 
die at midday once more pushed on in 
a northwesterly direction.

\Vo took her to her 


wngon and gavo her a strong doeo of 
brandy and water, and presently sho 
fell into htiavy sleep.

And if you told mo 
that ia tho bush I speak of thcro were 
now standing ready for mo ns a free 
gift two buck wagona loaded up with 
ivory—why, I should decline tho offer.

Tun invention of a successful raisin 


seeding machine promises to be of great 
value, not only to consumers of raisina, 
but to the growers. The current issue 
of the California Fruit Grower has some 
interesting information on that subject. 
It says: 
"Next to a seedless raisin 


grape, perhaps a raisin seeding machine 
is to be the. most desired by consumers 
of one of California's choicest products. 
Colonel Dentcke and associates havenot 
yet announced entire satisfaction in 
breeding a seedless Muscat grape, but 
the Sanborn-Averell machine for seed- 
ing raisins is alleged to be a complete 
success. It is reported that the new de- 
vice will ee&d 3000 pounds of raisins per 
day, and do the work more perfectly 
and in a more cleanly manner than \s 
possible by hand. Tbe machines will 
not be sold, but raisin seeding syndi- 


York, 
cates are to be formed in 
Chicago and San Francisco, to prepare 
raiiins on a largo scale and sell to the 
trade. If such g.'ods shall be put upon 
tbe market at a proper price, the con- 
sumption of raisins ehould be very 
greatly increased, for one of the princi- 
pal drawbacks to raisins as a food has 
been the aeeda they contained, ana from 
which they could be freed only by in- 
finite patience and much labor. It may 
be that this mechanical device of Messrs. 
Sanborn and Averell will b« worth mil- 
lions of dollars to the California raisin 
induitry, pending the evolution of tbe 
seedless raisin grape, which it is to be 
hoped will also come in doe time."

As a reanlt, the looBe methods of 


California wheretheaupervisora appoint 
the election officers were avoided. As 
an illustration of the fact that Boards of 
Supervisors cannot have the necessary 
information to properly perform this 
duty, the board in Freano county ap- 
pointed dead men to preaide at the last 
election. Tinder the New York rule the 
death of an election officer did not pre- 
vent party representation as the party 
selected his successor. Besides the law 
provides for sworn watchers, for any 
party having a ticket in the field, to 
supervise the poll and canvass. 


Undoubtedly there is need that sim- 


ilar safeguards should be thrown around 
the ejections held in this state.

Why slionui he try to des- 
troy your hat because it doea not fit his 


lievca that his neighbor, no matter who 
he ia, would have as clear a right as 
himself to have hia share of the money. 
Finally, what we Catholics want ia sim- 
ply this: That the public echools be 
kept entirely unsectarian, as they are 
intended and auppoaed to be; that a 
Catholic teacher oi equal ability may 
havR as good a show as any other; that 
the Catholic Children he not discrimi- 
nated against on account of their faith; 
that teachers hating the Catholic reli- 
gion, or all religion, take not an advant- 
age of theii position, and of the inno- 
cence of our children, to iuatill in their 
tender minds notiona and principles 
contrary to onr faith, and that they do 
not criticise, ridicule or mock our church 
on every opportunity.

It waa in the year 1823 that the doc- 


:rinea of the papal missionaries were 
lirst published. Many were the men 
aud women whom they two taught and 
baptized. They also went to those that 
were near unto death and to those who 
were ignorant dwelling here, uud said, 
"Ye shall be Paved by being baptized." 
Because of thia word o( those two, many 
were the people of the town of Hono- 
lulu who crowded to embrace their 
tditb. 


At the time of their public worship 
ith all their followers, it was seen by 


certain of our people that an image 
stood before tlie disciples. Upon Una 
bbing reported to Kaahumanu aiie caid 
to me, "This image is like all those 
images which your brother, Kihoriho, 
burned iu the fire before tlie arrival of 
the word of CJod hern iu 1820. 


Because many people had 
turned 


.ifter their way KaaDumanu sent for 51. 
Batchelol, and when he arrived abe for- 
bade him—''Do you notteac.li the people 
any more, but return to your own coun- 
try from these islands." This waa the 
second step we tonk to send them away, 
but they both regarded not our word. 


In the year 1829 they continued to 


labor in their vocation, like the labor of 
those who had received permission to 
Hve and labor here, instructing their 
disciples in the laws and ceremonies of 
the 1'ope. Hut in our opinion their way 
is not according to the truo way, be- 
cause the ceremonies of the Pope seem 
to resemble the rites of idolatry, which 
we have abandoned and in which tlie 
priest used to forgive the sins of the 
people, and of the kings and chiefs of 
these ialanile. Thus also ia their prac- 
tice. But their followers thought it waa 
all highly proper and went forth in to the 
neighborhood and about Honolulu, la- 
boring nml turning the people of those 
placeu to follow their mode of worship. 
And nmny were the places where their 
disciples assembled. And if any of their 
followers became guilty of a breach of 
the laws, aa of adultery, or theft, of 
manslaughter or 
of lying perhaps,

Tlie program wna interspersed 
with a eolo by ;i young Armenian lady 
in her own language, and by the Binding 
>f a choir composed of young Armenian 
ladies. All the parsons npoke on the 
liistory and character of the recent mas- 
sacre. The Armenians are known to be. 
a peaceable and law abiding people. 
From earliest history they have been 
one of the leading nations instrumental 
in spreading Christianity. Aa a class 
they are ambitious, and are. especially 
desirous of education. 


Dr. Melchoniau gave a brief history 


of Armenia. Some of thu 
TurkUn 


jiovernment'a mo :es of taxation were 
mentioned by the speaker. Nine mas- 
sacres of Armenians have been commit- 
ted by tho Turks during the present 
century. The 
Armenians practically 


have no rights at nil in the courts. 
Crimes can l>u committed against them 
and they cannot be r.dressed. Free 
education is strictly prohibited, and 
only such features as the Turks de- 


i are allowed to by in the school Bye- 


tern. It i3 forbidden to teach the Ar- 


•nian language in them, and there are 


euverul other tlich restrictions. Free 
pr>.-es-mid free speech arts nut.allowed. 
It euema to be the pursued policy of the 
Turks to crush anil wiptiout the Arme- 
nian nice. Following are the 
_ resolu- 


tions, which nore. adopted imanimousiiy 
by the assemblage on a rising vote: 


"Whereas, Ki-ports from Armenia in- 


dicate a religious fanaticism and a wan- 
ton destruction of humim lii'e on ac- 
count of a difference of religious convic-

"Whereas, That is not in keeping 


with modern civilisation, and should 
not he tolerated by the civiliml nat<onc. 


"Resolved, That we join with.onr citi- 


zens of Armenia extraction in uiL'inorAl- 
izing our government to protest against 
the persecution of Armenian Christians 
by any of the subjects of Turkey 
We 


most respectfully represent Unit a large 
number of people from Armenia have 
aettl-d in our midst; that they have 
learned the English language; have ob- 
tained and exercised the rights of cili 
zenship; have taken an interest in pub- 
lic aflair, iu school?, cburche?, and 
questions of moral?, and have gen- 
erally been industrious and law ubidiiig 
citizens. Their interest in the welfare 
of the people of their own race in the 
place of their nativity ia both natural 
and right, and the-iruppeul to ihe Amer- 
ican people for sympathy and for the 
moral aid of the government in behalf 
of their race is entitled to the considera- 
tion of all men caring for the welfare of 
humanity. 


"Resolved, That this resolution be for- 


warded to the honorable Fecretary of 
state for the United States at Washing- 
ton as an indication of the sentiment of 
the people of this locality, who ask that 
our government take such action as may 
he moet effectual in stopping the horri- 
ble persecution io which the people of 
Armenia have been subjected." 


•WEIMANN WINS. 


A Complicated Case in the Sn- 


perior Court. 


rom Tuesday'a Pitily. 
The case of lienry Weimann vs Jay 


Scott, aa sheriff, aued in his official ca- 
pacity, baa occupied the attention of 
Judge Webb and a jury in department 
No. 3 of the superior court for the luet 
four daya and waa concluded yesterday 
with judgment for the plain-iff. The 
suit originated under somewhat pecu- 
lar circumstances? Some time in the 
early part of the past summer, Alex- 
ander &. Goodman, holding certain notes 
and proofs of debts against (Jbarles 
Myer, who waa then manager of a sa- 
loon on Mariposa street, known aa the 
Commerc al Lunch, 
transferred 
the 


notes and evidences of debt to hia clerk, 
Jackob SumerQeld, who sued Charles 
Myer and attached the Faloon, then the 
property of Jlenry \Veimann, Charles 
Myer having transferred all right, title 
and interest to Mr. VVeimann by a bill 
of sale for the consideration of $200, 
and dated prior to the attachment. 


The sheriff being in charge of the 


saloon, and having been sued by Henry 
Weimann, the coroner, acting aa sheriff, 
took charge of the faloon, and under a 
bond executed by Mr. Weimaun, the 
coroner turned the property back to 
Weimann, who opened up the saloon. 
A liquor firm of Sacramento then took 
charge of it under a writ of attachment, 
A few days afterwards they sold the 
property. Mr. Weimann asked 
the 


court to return the property and allow 
him $1000 as damages for breaking up 
hia business. 


The case was argued yesterday and 


was given to i he jury about 5 o'clock. A 
verdict was soon reached, which was 
that Henry Weimann recover $600 for 
the value of hia goods, and $2"}0 dam- 
ages for breaking up his business. The 
jury fees of $108 were not paid, and the 
verdict has not been entered of record ; 
but the fees are promised this morning.

A. P. A. ifi"bo£!ile to tbe members of 
the Catholic church, talzen as a whole, 
bnt what the associ.'-tion does oppose is 
what the speaker railed "Ronuin Hier- 
archy " by which he meant the priests 
and "officers of the Roman Catholic 
chnicli who are trying to shape and 
control the political destinies of the 
Dnited States, and oppose tlie free 
BcbuoJ system of thin country, and have 
in view the nnion of church and state. 


"The mission of the A.P.A. ia to beep 


the chnrchee ont of politics, not to 
drac them in. We hold that every man 
Ehould have the privilege of worship- 
ing according to tho dictates ol his own 
oonecienre, whether he is a Methodist, 
a Presbyterian, a Catholic, a Baptist or 
any other denomination, or no denomi- 
nation at all. We want the politics of 
the oonntry conducted by men who are 
Americans at heart as well as in name. 


The lecturer entered into statistics to 


show that in all countries where the 
church of Rome had controlled the poli- 
tic* and the schools the result was 
dense ignorance and blind superstition 
on the part of the maeses. He cited 
Spain, Italy, Mexico and the countries 
ol South America as examples, and 
fitoted it as a fact that tbe percentages 
of those who could neither read nor 
write in those countries' were very high, 
in some amounting to 93 in 100. He 
declared that the experience of 1200 had 
proved conclusively that the schools 
conducted under the church of Home 
do not fit men and women for the busi- 
ness of life, and cited the state of the 
masses in Catholic countries as urcof 
of it 
This opened the way to the central 


point of Mr. Henry's lecture, namely, 
that it is the aim of the "Roman hier- 
archy," as he designated it, to gain con- 
trol of the schools ol America, and that 
considerable progress had been made in 
thatdirection. A? an .example of it, he 
cited tbe fact that the government had 
appropriated $400,000 for conducting 
Catholic euhools among the Indians, and 
the particiilai 
instance was mentioned 


after a visit with Mrs. J. J. Seymour of 
this city.

FATHER GAR RIGA REPLIES. 


Priests. Politics, and the Public 


Schools. 


Knrroit REI-UBLICAX: •— A.P.A-isra is 


nothing else than the old grudge be- 
tween the Orange and the Catholic 
Iriehmen. As the Irish of both denom- 
inations spread to Canada, to the Unit- 
wl Statea and Australia, the prejudices 
of the old country spread with them. 
Here in the flnitwl States the Orantje- 
man met his first coaain, the Puritan, 
who had to abandon England on ac- 
count of bi3 estrav-ipant Protestant 
ideas. The Orange acd Puritan ele- 
ments did not and do not very well 
agree together, except on one point, to 
hate the Catholic church. When they 
have an opportunity on any pretest, 
they are found to work together in per- 
ier,t harmony and as a whole element. 


The Orangemen and Puritans of old 


have passed away and many of their 
educated children have so chanced their 
opinions that they are moEt liberal and 
a credit to our free country. But the 
uneducated portion of them have elimi- 
nated the division Hue of nationality, 
religion or politics or their fathers, to 
unite in that hatred to Catholics as they 
drank it from their mother's breast 
ThiB new civilized country is not well 
adapted for ideas of the Middle Ayes, 
and consequently, when they want to 
vent the hatred that runs in their viens 
they choke with the common sense 


of a $40.000 school hooje in North Da- 
kota with a cross on it and in which 
mass is daily said, and teachers import- 
ed from foreign countries-are employed. 
Mr. Henry predicted that the congress 
elected on November 6th would appro- 
priate no more money lor that purpose. 


The lecturer outlined the policy of ihe 


A.P.A. on tbe immigration question, 
and said it would not be satisfied with 
anythinc leas than shotting the gates 
on all foreigners who cannot come bore 
•with the intention of becoming loyal, 
earnest snpportert of American institu- 
tions. It was said that the association 
favora shutting off nil immigration till 
the foreigners already here became ab- 
sorbed and made into good citizens, if 
they mre not so already.
